The selectmen have been con- 
sidering a hearing on the propane 
permit for weeks. a fireman and 
truck driver were killed in an 
explosion of the propane plant 
February 9, and the selectmen had 
considered action concerning the 
plant since the state Department 
of Public Utilities granted a per: 
mit in October to allow it to be 
rebuilt.

The executive session to con- 
sider the hearing came after 
Charles H. Goldstein read press 
releases that indicated the Federal 
Power Commission Monday 
authorized Lowell Gas to import a 
large quantity of liquified natural

Gearty police sergeant by 3-2 vote 
After selectmen fight over qualifications 


Tewksbury selectmen voted 3-2 Tuesday night to appoint Paul K. Gearty the 
town's fifth police sergeant after a battle over Gearty's qualifications and an 
allegation he lied during interviews for the job. 

The selectmen took the action after an hour-long executive session during a 
marathon meeting that lasted until 1:10 am. Selectmen Frederick H. Baldwin Jr. 
and Donald E. Sheehan supported Gearty, as did Chairman John J. Whelan after 
Whelan initially supported Ptl. Richard F. Landers. 


Frank A. Antonelli and Charles 
H_ Goldstein backed Ptl. Robert e 
Cook for the job. 

Among seven patroimen who 
passed the examination, Cook 
scored the highest in the civil ser- 
vice examination, with Gearty and 
Landers trailing him. Cook 
Landers and Gearty all scored 
within four points, and all 
selectmen agreed the three 
patrolmen were good members of 
the force. 

Antonelli led off the debate by 
nominating Cook for the job, with 
Goldstein seconding him. sheehan 
nominated Gearty, with Baldwin 
seconding him. Whelan nominated 
Landers, but no one seconded his 
nomination. 

Goldstein started the debate by 
charging Gearty lied during a 
selectmen's interview for the job 
when he said he had never 
received a reprimand for insubor- 
dination 
Since the interview, said Golds- 
tein, he had learned Sgt. Phillip D. 
Bradanick had reprimanded Gear- 
ty. Bradanick, according to Golds- 
tein, had ordered Gearty not to 
move his patrol car on a snowy 
night because he feared the cruiser 
would be stuck in deep snow. 
Gearty disobeyed the order and 
moved the vehicle, eventually 
causing it to be stuck, amid Golds- 
tein 

The letter of reprimand w: 
missing from Gearty's file, sai 
Goldstein, but Bradanick con- 
firmed by telephone that he had of 
ficially reprimanded the 
patrolm: 

It is not just disobeying an 
order on a stuck car, but the fact 
officer Gearty didn’t tell the truth 
during the interview,” Goldstein 
added. 

Goldstein said he opposed 
Landers for the job because 
Landers allegedly threatened 
another patrolman and the 
patrolman's family during an 
argument. When Whelan 
questioned Goldstein's allegation 
against Landers, Goldstein passed 
a letter around the board that 
allegedly proved Landers had 
made the thre: 

oldstein added that Cook had 
two months’ seniority over Gearty 
and five years over Landers. In 
addition, he said, cook in his spare 
time had earned three quarters of 
the credits he needed toward a 
bachelor’s degree in criminology 

‘as opposed to officer Gearty, who 
is not pursuing that education, and 
officer Landers, who is just begin- 
ning 

Whelan commented that all 
three patrolmen scored within four 
points of each other, “and they 
should have about equal status 
here.” He questioned how two 
months’ experience played much 
part in Goldstein's preferring Cook 
over Gearty, and praised Landers 
for his work during two years on 
the force 

Sheehan, a retired Tewksbury 
patrolman himself, said, “I do feel 
Mr. Gearty is qualified. I know he 
has the respect of the men, and 
that is a big point in the 
department.” Baldwin added, “I 
feel Paul Gearty could command 
the most authority among the 
men 

Goldstein agreed respect was 
important, but questioned whether 
Landers had the respect of other 
men after the alleged threat 
against another patrolman 

Antonelli said of Cook. He 
sacrificed a great deal of overtime 
pay (by studying). and he should 
be rewarded. He asked, “Are 
you saying officer Cook couldn't 
get respect because he doesn’t 
cowtow to certain people?” No 
one answered the question 

Other patrolmen, antonelli 
suggested, might be discouraged 
from education in criminology if 
they saw Gearty promoted over 
Cook. 

Whelan polled the board, and it 
was Baldwin and Sheehan for 
Gearty. antonelli and Goldstein for 


‘Cook and only Whelan for Landers. 
In the second round of voting, 


Whelan swung his support to Gear- 
ty

be honest.”” Sgt. Paul G. Johnson 
added, “If you check surrounding 
towns, you will find compared to 
them we are 15 men short 
They've got a lieutenant at the sta 
tion and a sergeant on the road on 
all shifts, right around the clock, 
seven days a week. 

‘The Tewksbury fore 
reported, consisted of 2 
lieutenants, sergeants and 
patrolmen, a chief and a clerk. 
Should all his requests be met, he 

id, it would have a chief. a 
lieutenant, a clerk, seven 
sergeants and 25 patrolmen 

Sullivan touched off an argu 
ment among selectmen by 
recommending that the two added 
sergeants be chosen from the pre- 
sent civil service list. which would 
have six names on it after a 
sergeant was chosen that night 

Selectman Frank A. Antonelli 
criticized Sullivan's recommenda 
tion. he suggested Sullivan's an 
nouncement wasn't anticipated. 
and many men hadn't taken the 
examination for sergeant because 
they felt with only one post 
opening up they were sure to be 
outscored by other men. other 
men who took the test, antonelli 
said, might have just missed 
passing the examination, but 
didn’t appeal their scores because 
they believed only one sergeant 
would be appointed and other men 
would still outscore them. 

Sullivan said all patrolmen 
qualified under Civil Service took 
the test for sergeant. the chief 
referred to any man who hadn't 
sought Civil Service appointments 
as patrolmen or appealed low 
scores for the sergeant examina 
tion, “If he doesn’t have that 
much incentive than the hell with 
him,” said Sullivan. 

Goldstein questioned whether a 
sergeant was needed on the road 
during most shifts. Sullivan said a 
sergeant would be experienced 
enough to advise younger 
patrolmen in difficult situations. 

He questioned why Sullivan 
asked for only five added men 
when the town supposedly needed 


1, Sullivan answered that when 
he had asked for added men the 
selectmen hadn't supported his 
request 
‘That is a lie,” antonelli said 
When we (the antonelli-Goldstein 
faction) had control of this board 
we offered you full support 
ullivan left the room grinning, 
adding over his shoulder, “I'm 
talking about at town meetings. 
Whelan asked Johnson to survey 
towns within a 15 mile radius to 
determine if Tewksbury’s police 
Department was undermanned. 
and if so, by how much. 


PLANNERS ASK HOW DO 
YOU FORGET $14,500? 


Apparently some developers in 
Tewksbury have made quite a 
profit out of subdivisions. So much 
profit that they can place bonds of 
up to $14,500 in the hands of the 
Planning Board and then forget to 
pick them up when they are legally 
entitled to the money 

The board learned Monday night 
the town still holds bonds for sub: 
divisions dating back more than 15 
years. One bond, according to 
Chairman Joseph Doherty, is for 
$14,500 to cover a subdivision 
never built in 1955. 

Doherty said the board's 
secretary, Mrs. Evelyn Dougher- 
ty. had researched bonds held by 
the town 18 months ago. Doherty 
said many were apparently 
forgotten by developers who either 
never built planned subdivisions or 
never picked up the bonds when 
they legally completed work they 
guaranteed with bonds. 

si the study 18 months ago, 
said Doherty. not one of the 
developers who had posted the an- 
cient bonds had picked them up. 

Some of the bonds, he said, were 
bankbooks placed in the board's 
hands. Others, he said, were in- 
surance company bonds paid for 
by developers. 

Doherty announced he would 
contact the banks and insurance 
companies to determine if the 
money was still guaranteed by 
them. He said once the study was 
completed he would see money

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The Wrong Site? 


‘The school site, chosen by the Town of 
Wilmington a couple of weeks ago, is in the 
wrong place 

Seventy of 80 acres of land, north of 
Salem Street, will prove to be expensive to 
the town, over the years 

The land, as the town meeting was told, is 
swampy. Much Water could be one name 
of the school. it is also rocky. and to drain 
that water could be an expensive proposi 
tion 

Oh yes, there is good soil there. Test 
borings in one place show that the sand is 30 
feet deep - land that is north and west of the 
swamp. but the cost of preparing that site 
for a school - for a high school - are 
expected 

The worst thing is the location 

Wilmington is supposed to have some 
#esponsible committees, in its town govern: 
ment. there has been little responsibility 
shown, in the choice of school sites in re 
cent years 

First, it was proposed to take the former 
Roberts estate, some forty or fifty acres of 
rock. the Town Meeting wouldn't buy that 
one. Too many people knew of the quality 
of the land 

Then the Salem Street site was turned 
down, barely but rightfully. Frantically the 
School Department sent home messages by 
the school children, begging parents to at 
tend the adjourned session, or the town 
would lose re-imbursement money, because 
there would be no school. 

The school department was. of course. 
partly right. Their figures were right. the 
town would lose state monies, if no solution 
was found for the high school problem 

But those people who chose the site didn’t 


look very much. They overlooked two good 
sites, near the center of Wilmington, first 
to choose the Roberts place, and then the 
site north of Salem Street 

And when it became apparent that the 
voters might not buy the north of Salem 
Street site. the people in charge became 
frantic 

Acting Town Engineer John Majeski did 
tell the Town Meeting that the land north of 
Salem Street could be used. He wasn't 
asked about costs. He wasn't asked about 
where the water would go 

Mr. Majeski was also prepared to testify 
that the land off Chestnut Street, mentioned 
by this paper, was much more suitable. He 
had maps and topographical surveys, with 
him in that Town Meeting. No one asked 
him 

The site recommended by the Planning 
Board was not, it seems, considered, either 


by those choosing the school site. 

Both the Planning Board site and the 
Chestnut Street site are better located - an 
important point when it comes to school 
busing, the chestnut Chestnut Street site 
has far better quality soil - and possibly so 
does the site named by the Planning Board 

The Town of Wilmington is going to be 
pouring a lot of money into a site of land 
that is barely suitable for a school, and 
which is located in the wrong place 
The extra costs will be in the hundreds of 
thousands - tax dollars, Then - over the 
years, there will be extra school busing 
School buses cost about '800) a year, at this 
time, and perhaps there will be eight or ten 
extra buses. a dozen years from now there 
might be fifteen or twenty, over the number 
needed to bus to Chestnut Street 

Taxes will be increasing

GOLDSTEIN SLAPS AT 
McASKILL ON YOUTH 
CENTER ARCHITECT 


Tewksbury Selectman Charles 
H. Goldstein Tuesday identified 
himself as an architect the Council 
for Youth allegedly had problems 
with in planning a youth center. 
He also denied a charge allegedly 
levelled at him by McAskill for 
refusing to sign a plan for the 
center. 

Goldstein stated the following in 
a written release 

“To date, I've attempted to keep 
from getting involved in the con- 
troversy surrounding the construe: 
tion (or lack of) of the Youth 
Center at Livingston St. However, 
since I have been dragged into it 
by my old friend Paul McAskill, I 
must clarify a wrenching of the 
truth as appeared in this 
newspaper last week, attributed to 
Paul 

The article said “One architect 
volunteered to provide plans for 
the center free, McAskill said, but 
delayed so long in providing the 
plans that the council finally had to 
hire an architect to do the job. 

I'm ashamed of Paul for that 
kind of a statement, considering 
the truth of the matter. He know: 
that I did, in fact. offer my ser- 
vices as architect (and that of con- 
sulting engineer) for free. He 
knows also, and it is part of the 
public record, that the chairman of 
the board of selectmen questioned 
the legality of the town meeting 
vote that appropriated funds for 
the center. He knows also. 
because I told him myself, that I 
couldn't commit myself to ap 
proximately 100 hours of work in 
addition to free time of consulting 
engineers (electrical, heater, etc.) 
without knowing first whether or 
not the youth center could be con: 
structed legally. It was during this 
time, waiting for the opinion of 
town council that another 
architect was hired by this com: 
mittee. He should know also, that 
it is the professional obligation of 
the architect to design within a 
pre-stipulated budged (which 
there was) and his committee 
therefore did not have to waste 
time looking for another 

Finally, Paul has publicly 
chastized me for not affixing my 
seal to drawings that were not, as 
he put it, prepared by an architect 
The law required an architect's 
seal for such a public building, and 
although I did check the drawings 
for accuracy. I could not stamp 
them without losing my 
professional status that took 10 
years of college and three ad 
ditional years of study to obtain 
This is stated quite clearly in the 
statutes of the Commonwealth. 
Paul wouldn't even accept that 
after being told what would happen 
to my future to satisfy his political 
ambitions
